VERDICT ON LONDON DISA.STER. 

The Jury Find That the Sad Occurrence 
Was Purely Accidental. 

I.osnos, Ont,, Jan. 11.— (Special)— 
The city hall dieaater inqueat haa been 
concluded. Two witneaaea were e.xam- 
ined, city engineer Graydon and John 
S. Dodd, the contractor wlio supplied 
tlie timber and erected tlie fatal build- 
ing.

THE SPULINti AWARD. 

Counsel Fees and Other Expenses of the Com- 
mission Will Cost the States Fifty 
Thousand Dollars, 

WAsriiNGTON, Jan. 11. — The report of 
the Behring Sea commission will be aect 
to congrosa in a few days, A atatement 
showing the amount of damages and in- 
tereat which the commisaion asaeBaed 
againat thia conntry for the illegal seiz- 
ure of British sealers is being prepared 
by the state department.

SEALSKIN SACQUE POLICY. 

Collectors Called Down for Seizins the Gar- 
ments of UnofTending I.ady Travelers. 

NiACiAKA Falls, N. Y., Jan 11. — The 
first person to fall a victim to the new 
United States law regarding the bring- 
ing of sealskins into thia conntry is Misa 
B. Parkiston, of London, England. Misa 
Parkiston haa been visiting friends in 
London, Out., and on her way to Nev> 
York arrived here last night shortly after 
8 o'clock on a Lehigh Valley train. Cus- 
toms Inapector Fulaton boarded the train 
and uutiiied the lady that the sealskin 
sacqae she wore wonld have to be con- 
fipcutcd. Mies Parkiston protested, say 
ing that she knew nothing rcf^arding the 
new law and that the Bac(iuo had been 
purchased iu J.ondt-n i.'i IbUl. Tiio cua- 
toma inspector, however, aaid that hie 
orders were imperatival and the aucquo 
was taken from her. It was valued at 
fiiOO. Misa Parkiston is remaining over 
at the l''alla in hopes of recovoriug lier 
nrnnerty after an inveatigation has been 
held. 

Washlsgton', Jan. 11. — When the at- 
tention of ABsistaut Secretary Howell 
was called to ths ditlicultiea experienced 
at Detroit and Suspension Bridge by 
tourists and others in the matter of do 
tention of thoir aealakln garments, he 
immediately aent the following telegram 
to the collectors of CQStoms at those 
porta: " Admit sealskin garments im 
|}orted as personal effects if they are 
shown to have been in the use of the 
owuera prior to the 29th ultimo."

Howell said, in explanation, that it had 
been held by the treasury that sealBkina 
actually in transit to the United States 
orior to the pabaage of the act of Decem- 
ber 2!), 1807, were not subject to the pro- 
visiona of tlie act, and it would be mnui- 
featly unfttir to hold theae sealskin gar- 
ments purchased by tourists previous to 
December 29, and used by them in their 
travela between the United States and 
Canada, subject to ilie provisiona of this 
act on tlieir arrival in the United States, 
lie added that it waa thought that the 
collectors of cuatoma woultl experience 
very little difliculty in doternnning 
whether the garments were owned by 
the tourists prior to December 29. Thia 
conld be shown in several ways. In some 
cases an inspection of the garment would 
be sufficient, but where that would not 
entirely satiefy a collector he might rO' 



Mr. Ealfour Declares That Trade 
aud Not Territory Is ilie 
Qneat In China. 



No Objection, to Russia Having an 
Ice Free Tort bat It Must 
Be Upeu to Commerce. 



Lo.vDON, Jan. 11.— -Mr. Balfour, gov- 
ernment leader in the House of Com- 
mons, addressed hia constituents at 
Manchester last evening. It waa ex- 
pected that lie would makean important 
aunouhcomeut of the government policy 
in China, but he confined himself to 
generalities. Mr. Balfour said the con- 
cert of Europe had not added to its rep- 
utation by its recent treatment of Crete. 
He declared that it would be better to 
have a third-rate governor of the island 
than none at all, and that it waa atrango 
the concert could not find one either in 
Europe or America. He eulogized the 
bravery displayed by the Britiah troops 
in the Indian campaign — a campaign 
" more difficult than the Afghan war of 
1879." 

Turning to China, Mr. Balfour said 
British interests there were commercial 
and not territorial. Except as a base 
for poaaiblo warlike operations, the ter- 
ritory would be a disadvantage because it 
would involve reaponaibilitiea and ex- 
pense in money and men. He dilated 
upon the fact that the extent of our 
trade in China gives ua a special claim 
to prevent her pursuing a policy that 
would discourage trade, and added: 
But the deepest traditioua of our 
policy preclude ua from using any trad- 
ing privileges as weapons to exclude 
our rivals. If we ask freedom of trade, 
it ia not for England alone but for the 
whole world." 

There waa no objection, aaid Mr. Bal- 
four in concluaion, to Ruasla having an 
ice free port providing England was not 
excluded but the government- would do 
its utmost to prevent China yielding to

Dallas, Texas, Jan. 11.— A despfttch 
to the news from Oklahoma City, O.T., 
aaya: "There is an uprising in tlie 
tieminole nation and one hundred armed 
Indiana have killed citizens of Pottawat- 
tamie county, this territory.

A special train load of armed citizens 
iiave cune to Marlborougli, ton miles 
from Maud, and excitement is liiglier 
than ever before isnown." 

South MACALLisTiiii, Jan, 11. — A tele- 
gram received here at ():10 o'clock this 
afternoon from the train despatcher of 
the Choctaw A Gulf railway states that 
a band of 150 Seminole Indiana is on the 
warpath and leaving behind it a trail ol 
bloodshed. 

A telegram was sent also by the rail- 
way station agent at Marlborongh. The 
brief information conveyed was that the 
Semiuoles were avenging the work of 
the mob of white men that burned two 
Seminoles, and had already killed 
twenty-live men, women and children. 

IS M'KIHLEY AURIFT? 

Mr. Smalley Says So and That His Only Re- 
source is a Hold on the Lion's Tail. 

London, Jan. 12. — The Morning Post 
in an editorial to-day on the lines of 
that of the Times of Monday morning 
upon the deapatchea of Mr. Geo.

OPERATIONS IN AFfilCA. 

British Regiments Preparing for Service 
There— A Host of Dervishes to Be 
Looked After. 

DovKR, Jan. 11.— The greatest enthus- 
iasm and activity prevails at Shorn- 
cliffe, from which camp the Third Hus- 
ears have been ordered to Cairo. Large 
drafts from other British regiments are 
also preparinir for foreign service. 

London, Jan. 11. — Tbe Cairo corres- 
pondent of the Daily Chronicle says : It 
is believed here that the British oper- 
ations are due to the presence of the 
French at Farhoda rather than to the 
Dervish advance. The Dervish move- 
ment is hampered by lack of transporta- 
tion, but it is believed that -10,000 Der- 
viahea are covering Omdurman (oppo- 
site Khartoum) and that 20,000 more 
are at Metemneb and Shendy. It is 
estimated that one-eighth are armed 
with rifles. 

The Birmingham Poat, the organ of 
Mr. Chamberlain, eays: "The treaty 
which Mr. JatiiBH Rennel Kodd, the 
principal secretary of the British agency 
and cnnaiiliitc-geiieral in l^^rypt, iifgoii- 
atcd witli King -Menelik of .Vhyisiuia, 
contains a clause binding Menelik not to 
allow any obstacle to emanate from 
Abyssinia lerritory with the object of 
blocking the Egyptian advance upon 
Khartoum.

Sydnhy, X.S.W., Jan. U.— Stoamers 
which have jnet arrived here report a 
tribal war at Tanna in the New Heb- 
rides. There is said to have been con 
aiderable bloodahed, and the natives 
were also causing the traders much 
trouble. 



MAMMOTH UANAL SCHEME. 

Company Organizing to Pass Ocean Steam- 
ers to the Lakes Through Southern 
and Middle States. 

W.^siiiNOTON, Jan. 11 .—Representative 
Davidaon, of Wisconsin, has introduced 
a bill to incorporate the Maritime Canal 
Company ol Nortli America, to be sub- 
ject to the control of the interatate com- 
merce commission and to begin ojier- 
ations within five years. The company 
is authorized to construct a navigal)le 
channel connecting the great American 
lakes and navigable waters tributary to 
the Atlantic ocean, of a depth of DO leot ; 
and tlio locks, which are not to exceeci 
ten in number, between the croat lakes 
and the Atlantic tide water, are required 
to be large enough to admit craft 550 feet 
long, ()5 feet wide and 2S feet draught. 

THE KOR EAN AFFAIR. 

Fromotion for the Menaced British Officer— 
The Sphere of Russian Inflaence. 

London, Jan. 12. — A special from 
Shanghai says it is reported there that 
Mr. McLeavy Brown, British superin- 
tendent of Korean customs, lias boon 
ofTered the British consul-generalship nt 
Seoul, the Korean capital, and that the 
RuBBO-Jnpaneso agreement as to Korea 
involves the ro-conDidGration of Port 
Lazareir, on the west coast, as within the 
sphere of KusBinn inlhionce.

The Accused in Consequence Be- 
comes a Popular Hero— No 
New Facts for Dreyfus. 



Paris, Jan. 11. — This was the second 
day of the court-martial of Major Count 
Ferdinand Walsin Esterhazy, and the 
proceedings were secret. Col. Piwiuart 
continued his testimony and, it, is said, 
there was great excitement in court 
when Col. Picquart was confronted with 
General Conso, aub-chief of the general 
staff. 

The secret deliberations which fol- 
lowed the address of Major Esterhazy's 
counsel terminated at 8:15 p.m., when 
the president read the judgment as fol- 
lows : " The preaident put the following 
question to the court: ' la Major Ester- 
hazy guilty of having liad dealings with 
a foreign power or its agents to incite 
them to commit hostilities, to undertake 
against France or procure the means of 
doing so'" The votes were recorded in 
conformity with article 11>1 of the mili- 
tary code, commencing with the oflicer 
of tiio lowest rank. The president, in 
giving his opinion last, said the court 
declared unanimously on the aioroflaid 
thai the accused was not guilty." 

Tlie president then ordered Major 
Esterhazy to be liberated, enjoininc 
upon the government to have tiie ver- 
dict read to the accused before the 
military under arms at the court house. 
The crowd outside, who were kept mov- 
ing by tlie police, greeted him with 
cbeera of "Vive le commandant ICater- 
hazy." Directly Major Esterhazy 
entered the prison the police cleared the 
streets. > 

Comte Esterhazy doffed his uniform 
inside the prison. Nevertheleaa, when 
he emerged the crowd followed cheering 
and tbe police got him a carriage. In 
the course of an interview he said he 
had been chiefly touched by the manner 
in which he was greeted after the judg- 
ment by the oflicers of the courtmartial, 
who shook him by the hand. The Comte 
also said that he was deeply touclied by 
the spontaneous ovations from the 
crowds. 

The acquital of theComto d' ICstorhazy 
has been received by the public with the 
greatest entbusiaam and lie is quite a 
popular hero. All complaints as to the 
aeorecy and nnaatiafactory nature of the 
trial appear to be forgotten. The Soir 
says : " The verdict gladdens the hearts 
of and gives every satisfaction to 
France." 

M. Math leu Dreyfus still maintains 
his brother's innocence and intends to 
continue tiie campaign until he finds the

To THE Editor:— In recent publica- 

tione acuounta have been piveii of thou- 
Bands of people having been destroyed 
in the Phiiippina leiands by tidal waves ; 
in Japan by Beismio disturbances ; in the 
Straits of Sunda by Tolcanic eruptiona. 
History relates tbe cconrrence of many 
of a like and even of more severe nature. 
Were all these poor people so wicked 
tliat they had thus to be destroyed? 
Were not Sodom and Gomorinli des- 
troved in a similar manner by natnral 
caustis, the l")f;ad Sea resultinf; from a de- 
cadence of the soil being filled with 
water and Lot's wile thrown in to make 
it salty and (if Kreat f;ravity*'' It is un- 
neceeaary to emi'iire at present whether 
Sodom and Gomorrah existed at all. 
Most people have heard of the Mormon 
and of Salt Jjake — but these people, 
niore'fl the ])ity, arose after p,nd not bo- 
lore the formation of the lake. J low 
was it formed V Why does it not flow 
over or swallow up the city '.' 

Most assuredly tnere are some good 
people still in Victoria, in witness thure- 
of see the orphan asylums, hospitals, 
religious edifices, and professors devoted 
toctiristianity ; the poor are taken care 
of and crime of any moment is not com- 
mon, of which the few in jail are evi- 
dence. Xotwithstanding the edifices 
and professors of religion there are some 

fieople who are not so pood as one would 
ike them to be. Is this in consequence 
of the ineufiicient teachine of the pro- 
fessors? Assuredly not ! Man is an ani- 
mal, a reasonablo one in tlie main. 
Woman is an animal, a bewitchini: one, 
too. They ijave their natural instincts 
and passions more or less predominant 
anti will Ije exercised which if not allow- 
ed, greater evils even may follow. " Tis 
better to suU'er the ills we have than 
fly to others we know not of." Any- 
how the .«o called f^ood people with good 
sense predominate in Victoria and they 
and their pastors can do more good by 
chaete example, teaching and moral 
training, than by making too severe re- 
pressive laws, impossible to be carried 
out— the city bae its limits. After all, 
what is good, what is evil? X. 



or other of the government departments 
should be looked upon as a bureau of in- 
formation concerning farmiuR or stock- 
raieing lands, not actually ellecting sales 
or interfering in any way with the busi 
ness of thoBe who do, but obtaining, and 
if possible verifyng, a description of 
every desirable piece of Rround for sale 
and its value, would-be purchasers 
would know where to go to get infer 
mation and choice, and could be referred 
by the official giving the information to 
the party empowered to make a sale of 
tho land selected. 

If we are going to make the most of the 
golden opportunity now before us, we 
should not be satisfied with simply sell 
ing other people goods, but so far as lay 
in our power produce the goods into the 
bargain ; and when we have to purchase, 
loyally buy what has been raised by our 
own people.

OUR AGEICULTORAL LANDS. 

To Tin; RniTor. : — While much good 
work is being done to draw the world's 
attention to the Yukon and British Co' 
umbia mines, and to the important fact 
that Victoria is the proper place for out 
fitting, little or nothing is being said 
concerning the prospective value of agri 
cultural lands in British Columbia. It 
is a matter of notoriety that we do not 
produce enough to feed ourselves, and 
this^ is put down by outsiders to the 
scarcity of tillable land, though I am 
quite sure that this is a mistake. Oar 
farmers are so few in number that they 
cannot make headway against outside 
competition, and Imagine that there is 
a prejudice against local produce, though 
i think the fruit growers have last year 
proved that to be a fallacy. When we 
can produce enough to feed ourselves 
with enee, foreigners won't find it wortii 
their while to flood our market and 
make their owu gooda unsaleable. Dur- 
ing this, and I trust through many suc- 
ceeding years, we shall be able to soli 
with ease every pound of farm produce 
which we can raise; but if we are to do 
as well as we should we shall have to 
raise many times as much as we do now, 
and that chiefly in grain and vegetables, 
which w^ill bear transportation, leaving 
such bulky stuff as hay to those who can 
afford to hire vessels to carry it in. On 
the Fraser river, especially on the Delta 
islands, there is abundance of land which 
at present produces nothing at all, either 
unreclaimed or else held by persons who 
cannot iiU'ord to improve, and who hope 
some day or other to get a high figure 
for their property, having paid taxes 
thereon lor many years. Tho cannery 
owners on the Kraeer rfiiuire a large 
number of hands annually for several 
mouths, and would gladly employ white 
labor iu place of Indian or Chinese, 
if they could get it regularly 
and in suflicient ipiantity, ami 1 t.'^ink 
that if the unproductive lands I have 
referred to were cut up into live or ten 
acre lots, they would soon find pur- 
chasers, who would be able to sell with 
ease all they could p>'oduue and who for 
several months in the year could pet 
work from tde canneries at good wages. 
A good deal of land baa been cleared 
along the railway, but I feel sure that a 
great deal more good land might be 
foiuul, if farmers felt that there was 
Hiill'icicnt inducement to clear it, and 
that, imliiccmenl Bcems about to present 
itself now. ] thiiili that the posBibili- 
tiea of Viiucoavcr Island and much of 
tlie iiKunluiid, are much underrnted for 
storU-raiaitig purpoaes, people fear that 
cattle cannot l)u kept alive in the forests 
during the more severe winter montiifl, 
my own idea on tho subject have en- 
tirely changed during tho last two or 
three years. One of my neighbors in 
the country, not 20 mil_es from Victoria 
living in dense foreBt,'has a small herd 
of cattle, and I am quite sure that I am 
well outside of the mark when I state 
that bis cattle do not cost him per 
head in feed during the entire winter, 
and yet these Biimo cattle at the end of 
winter are actually fat, while tiiose be- 
longing to other eottlers but have been 
far more cared for ^jok uiiBcrable, in 
the former case the cattle expect no- 
thing, so go out and get what they can 
instead of hanging about the homeHtead 
and getting starved. Out of the tliou- 
Hands who are so shortly to arrive hero 
proposing to go to tho ^■ukon, many will 
lind the undertaking more arduous 
than they had supposed anti would be 
glad to settle down if they see a chance 
of doing well ; out of those who actually 
go to the goldtields, numbers will return 
here, disgusted with want of luck, or 
with the diflcomforts of a miner's life 
and would remain in British Columbia 
if they could see their way to it, and 
from these sources I think we have it iu 
our power to create a permanent and 
hiKhly desirable increase of popu- 
lation, but a good deal needs to 
he done if wo are going to 
accomplish this result. I think thatone

MR. SPEER AND CITY MORALITY. 



Eev. Mr. J. C. Speer, of the Paudora 
avenue Methodist chnrob, in fche course 
of hie Bormon on Sunday night made 
BQine BtiitementB in repjnrd to immor- 
ality witiiin tlio city. Tlie Biibject is 
uot a pleaeant one and considorabk; 
couraco is niieded to deal with it. The 
reverend gentleman certainly handled 
it without gloves. We submit for his 
consideration that he must not stop at a 
sermon. He has made certain very 
grave charges. To malce them and Btop 
there would be a great mistake. If 
thingB are i\s stated it is hia duty to 
make a formal presentation of the facte 
to ttie Police CommiBaioners and have 
that body deal with them. He will find 
himself backed up b; the newspapers of 
the city and the very great majority of 
the people. If he flnda on investiga- 
tion that he has spoken too strongly, 
we feel sure that no one will feel better 
pleased than he or be more ready to 
acknowledge his error. I 

We concede that the matter to which 
Mr. Speer baa referred calls for some at- 
tention. It probably always will be that 
women of the class in question will bo 
found in every city; but we protest that 
they should not be allowed to make 
themselves unduly conspicuous. They 
are permitted to do so in Victoria, and 
we wish to say in the plainest possible 
language that this must stop. We will 
not go BO far as to say that they must be 
debarred from attending places of public 
amusement; but we do say that when 
they do so, they should be obliged to ap- 
pear in a manner that will not make 
them the most conspicuous persona pres- 
ent. It is idle to say that this cannot be 
prevented. It can be and it must be. A 
word from the police authorities would 
stopitimmediately. Truethis is an inter- 
ference with personal liberty, but there 
are many occasioDS when it ie neceeeary 
to interfere n-ith the liberty of individ- 
uals. 

Referring again to Rev. Mr. Speer's 
sermon, we' have to say that it is un- 
doubtedly the duty of all ministers of 

tho Uospel to take an active part in 
Bupprcdsiug vice and immorality. There 
will be no disposition on the part of this 
paper to put a single straw in the way 
of as sweeping a reform as can be in- 
augurated. The promiee of the immedi- 
at3 future is that our city will bo 
thronged with strangers, and wu all 
know that under such circumstances wo 
must expect immorality to run at full 
tide. If it ia unpleasantly conspicuous 
now, it will be obnoxious then. Now is 
undoubtedly the time to protect the 
community from an undue ascendancy 
of this element. We submit, however, 
that the way to accomplish the desired 
object is not by simjile declamation 
against it. Tlie police have wide powers. 
They have ahvaj-s an adeijuato remedy 
at liaiid. They can enforce that remedy 
on short notice. Tliere need be no 
Bcandal or no undue publicity al)out it. 
But the police, like nearly every one 
else, are imich given to letting things 
alone, and they will leave this matter 
alone unless they are comi)ellud to act. 



new leaf in city matters. We have had 
sufBcient illustratioua of bow not to do 
it. A year ago everyone thodght that 
we were going to have good roads. Wo 
have them with a vengeance. We have 
about aa poor a lot of streets as can well 
be imagined, and yet it would not bo a 
very difhcult matter to make them pre- 
sentable. We have some recent in- 
Btancea in point. Mud puddles bav€f 
been allowed to remain in many pari a 
of the city. Tlie election is at hand, and 
a lot of carte are sent around with sand 
to fill the hollows. This work might 
have been as easily done two months 
ago ; but it was neglected. All summer 
long loose stonec; have been allowed to 
encumber the streets all over the city; 
loose planka have been allowed to make 
the sidewalks dangerous. Complaints 
have been made, but nothing was done in 
the former case, and only what could not 
possibly be avoided in the latter. The 
water works matter has been allowed to 
drift along as tboogh those in charge 
of it had lost their heads over the mis- 
erable business. We do not say that the 
present city government is any more 
responsible for these things than its pre- 
decessors. They have simply left things 
down in tho rut in which they found 
them. His Worship, the Mayor, did 
make a bona fide effort to redeem his 
pledge to promote better roads. Tho 
by-law was defeated ; and scores of pec- 
ple sny the reason for tlio defeat was 
that no one had the least confidence that 
the council, not tho late council particu- 
larly, but any council, would display 
ordinary good judgment in carrying out 
any plan which the taxpayers might 
recommend. This is a very unfortunate 
condition of things, and some remedy for 
it ought to be discovered. 

We find in the above, and other rea- 
sons of tho same character, the cause for 
the indifference of the people towards 
the constitution of the city council. 
They do not feel that anything is to be 
gained by paying greater attention to 
civic politics. Tliis is a serious mistake 
but it is too late to do anything more 
now than to u"ge that whoever may I'c 
elected, it is to be hoped that they will 
abandon the happy-go-lacky way in 
which city affairs have been run hitherto 
and start out on a new departure. The 
timoia auapicious for a change. Better 
times are at hand for Victoria, but with 
better times will come greater responsi- 
bility for those who assume the control 
of affairs.

Most of 
them have been in office before, and it 
cannot be truthfully said that tliey dis- 
played those qualities of administration 
which woald load anyone to suspect tbat 
the new coanoil will inaugurate a better 
regime.

Mr, Dave Spencer of Dawson, in a let- 
ter home, says large finds have recently 
been made along the banks of Bear 
gulch, which promises to he one of the 
richest campa in tho country when a 
little more developed. Hunker is turn- 
ing out a veritable Bonanza, and there 
ia not a square foot of ground on the 
creek that ia not taken up, while Quig- 
ley creek, between Bear Gulch and 
Hunker, is also attracting many proa- 
pectora to that locality. There are about 
200 prospectors along the banks of the 
Stewart river, and Henderson river in 
the vicinity of Hunker, ia giving good 
results, Routledge, a real estate man 
from Revelstoke, is going through the 
district, bonding claims for companies 
represented by him. Prospectors work- 
ing between Bear gulch and Hunker 
creek have struck large bodies of gold- 
bearing quartz of immense richness, an 
average assay giving $14,000 to the ton. 
The manager of the North American 
Trading company's branch at Dawson, 
bought three claims on Bonan/.i creoek 
a few weeks ago, paying .f;!50,000 for tho 
lot. 

Mr. Spencer advises every one going 
in to take provisions sullicient for two 
years, aa Captain Hanaen, manager of 
tho Alaska Commercial Company, with 
whom he was conversing, says there will 
be just as great a scarcity of provisions 
for the next two years as at the present 
time, on aecoant of the inadeiiuate tran- 
Bportation facilities and the large num- 
ber of people who will go in during that 
period expecting to purchase their out- 
tits in the country. "Dave" says that 
on account of his recent illness, from i 
which at the time of writing he was still 
convalescent, he will be unable to under- 
take the trip up the river and overland 
to the coast, but intends to wait until 
tlie river opens and then take tlie first 
boat down and come out via St. 
Michael's. 

In another private letter just to hand 
from Joeeph Levy, addressed to A, A. 
Aaronson, the veteran Joe gives some 
interesting particulars of his own trip to 
the mines and his subsequent expert' 
encea. The letter boars date of Decem' 
ber 3, and in it Levy says that he 
arrived on tbe 20tb of October after a 
hard trip, sixty days having been spent 
on the trail and fourteen on the river. 

He had his tooa badly frostbitten on 
the journey, and the boats when Daw- 
son was at last readied, were literally 
coated with ice, Soon after arriving, 
Joo took part in two rushes or stam- 
pedes to new diggings, landing the walk- 
ii.g none too pood and sleeping on the 
ice and snow not altogether a pleasur- 
able experience. There was plenty of 
wood for camp fires fortunately, and this 
was the redeeming feature of the ex- 
perience. 

Levy has enough grub tn last him 
until spring, and will therefore be all 
right. He reports firewood extremely 
scarce in Dawson, and retailing at $30 a 
cord, while he himself has earned hie 
f 10 a cord for sawing and splitting— not 
bad wages for a working man. 

As an example of tho sensational 
prices prevailing at the time of the 
starvation scare, Levy encloseg the fol- 
lowing " Notice," which wag posted al 
a prominent Uaw?.uii corner on the (ith 
of N(jvernber, It explains itHsdf, and it 
may btf interesting to note that running 
over the prices of the various articles 
enniiieriUed yesterday, MesFre. Simon 
Leiser it Co. found that while tho list

An important mining deal was con- 
summated yesterday, by which the Brit- 
ish Columbia and New Find Goldfields 
Corporation, of I^ondon, Encland, ac- 
quire the Consolidated Alberni mines, 
for tiio aum of .$150,000, a substantial 
cash deposit being put up as security.

Tells of Commercial Condi- 
tions in tlie Sontli. 



An Interestinsr and Extended Tonr 
Calcalated to Produce Very 
JBeneflcial Besnlts. 



ACTION IS IMPERATIVE. 

Improvements on the Stlckeen Which the 
iaoard of Trade Will Seek to 
becure Immediately, 

At a Bpecial meetinc of the council of 
the Board of Trade yesterday nftornoou, 
a letter waa read from Mr. John C. Call- 
breath, in which it was represented that 
certain improvements were neceseary on 
the Stickeen river, tlie writer requesting 
the board to co-operate in petitioning 
the government to have the work com- 
menced at once. , 

The rivor, Jlr. Calibreath stated, was 
in cortain places getting filled with 
enagB, and a snag boat should bo put on 
as soon as the river opened. • This waa 
very neceeeary, as the traffic this year 
would be great. It was also necessary 
to blast three high ledges of rock in the 
river, which had long been dangerous 
to Bteamboatinp. 

Much discusaion followed the reading 
of the letter, and It waa decided to take 
immediate action in the matter and at 
once approach the Dominion Governor 
with regard to it. 

Mr. AuUoy Morrison, M.P. of Weat- 
minster, who waa present, promised his 
support in the matter and suggested that 
the services of Mr. Maxwell, also 
be enlisted. He thought copiea of 
the letter should bo aent to the proper 
authorities at Ottawa, and that the 
boards of trade at Westminster and Van- 
couver should also be asked to co-operato 
in the matter. 

The Board of Trade heartily endoreed 
the Buggeation made by Mr. Morrison, 
and it ie expected that the work of coia- 
pletely cleuriDK the river for navi^sHtiou 
purposes will be commeaced ad soon Ai 
the ice leaves.

Mr. E. B. Sbeppard, the author, 
journaliBt and ex-publieher of Toronto, 
at present serving the Dominion in the 
capacity of trade commiaBioner, left for 
the East laat evening, his two days in 
Victoria having been fully taken up in 
couftireiice with busineaa men interested 
in his recent .Sotithern toar,or in renew- 
inp; old acquaintancoship. 

It was in .Jane last that Mr. Sbeppard 
left here, goinR to San Francisco, but 
being prevented from continuing his 
joarney to Central America, its objective 
point, which at that time was a hotbed 
of yellow fever. His original plan having 
been thua disarranged, Mr. Shoppiird 
visited Mexico, -where he organized a 
bnreiiu to thoroughly examine into tho 
trade conditions of the country. 

For five weeks be remained in 
Mexico, investigating every poBHiblo 
line dealt in with Canada. Returuinp 
home, he in August last sailed from New 
York for Brazil, and spent two weeks 
there. He looked carefully into tho 
suf^Hr, cofTee and tobacco induBtriee, and 
arrived et the concluaion that in a fihort 
time Brazil would have to abandon her 
coffee indnatry in order to rniao her own 
food Buppliea. The demand for Can- 
adian fish he reports as good, nearly half 
a million dollars' worth being imported 
annually. 

From Brazil Mr. Sbeppard proceeded 
to Uruguay, where he arrived just after 
the president had been aaaasBinated. 
Until peace is restored in this country 
he says, there will not bo much chance 
to open up a trade with Canada. Preai 
dent Cueatos, however, asked Mr. Sbep- 
pard before he left to make a memoran 
dum of the articles Canada could export 
and this had aince been printed and cir^ 
culated. 

In agriculture a more favorable con 
dition of afl'aira was found, by Mr 
Sbeppard. There is an immense 
trade between that country and 
Canada in agricultural implemente, bug- 
giea, rolled oats and wliiBkoy, and the 
proapecta of increasing thia Irade, Mr. 
Sbeppard eays, are very bright. The 
conairees is about to increase tho duty on 
yellow pine from tho Southern States 
large qiiantitiea of which are imported 
as a retaliatory measure for a duty im- 
posed on sugar and hidea by the States 
The commissioner, in consequence, waa 
careful to point out that lumber could 
be advantageoaaly purchased in Canada 

Croasing the Andea on a mule, ^^r 
Sbeppard next visited Chili. The tariff 
here has recently been raised on Call 
fomia pine from 35 to 03 per cent., and 
British Columbia pine comes under this 
class. Mr. Sbeppard ineffectively en- 
deavored to get the clasaiScatlon 
changed, and made representation to 
the minister of finance that we admitted 
all the gooda from Chili free. He waa 
assured that for a year the duty on 
Canadian pinewonld be unchanged; in 
fact, it would be alightly lower than for 
merly. Blr. Lewis E. Thompson, the 
authorized Canadian agent in Chili, Mr 
Sbeppard says, ia doing excellent work 
and has eatablished a good market for 
machinery. 

Peru was next visited, and here Mr 
.'^heppard waa joined l)y Mr. AUouno T. 
Romero, special agent for the i;overii- 
ineutof Pern, who aecomimnieii huu to 
Victoria. Mr. Romero's mitrMion \1 Xv 
flee if hecaunot flstabliah a market hfrv 
for their salt. He will remain in Vic- 
toi'ia Bonie time. 

Chili (;iilP ti L'Hod deal of the trad" ol 
Peru, Mr. S;'ie|icjard hhvh, and ho dnt-n 
uot think Canada will do much in tliat 
country. 

J^euador and Panam.T were next visit- 
ed in turn. In the former country eonie 
Caoadian lum ber rniglit bo handled with 
a profit. A splendid trade might alao 
he worked u|> in dried (ish. Panama, 
tho Commissioner describes aa dead. 
Kan Francisco supplies thia country and 
practically controls the trade. Pros- 
pects of increasing the trade with Can- 
ada are very poor. 

At every place visited, Mr. Sbeppard 
waa treated with tho utmost conrtcey. 
From the British consuls of the various 
countries be passed throufch he derived 
much assistance and he expects much 
good to result from his actjuaintance 
with them, ae he was able to explain the 
trade eituation in Canada, and they in 
turn will make known just what Canada, 
a practically imkuowa land to many ol 
tho South American countrica, can ex- 
port. Mr. Sheppnrd haa coini>iled a 
voluminous report of hi.") invosti|:^ations, 
wliich will shortly ho i^iade imblic. He 
looka noue tho worse for his trip through 
the Bouthern coautriea. and was pleased 
to meet many of liia old Toronto friends 
ai the Driaru during hia brief stay.

trade, He thought if British Columbia 
wanted to make a reputation for its tim- 
ber it should break away from thia trust. 
Tho lumbar shipped was all conaidered 
as from the Coast states, and British 
Oolurabia was practically unknown in 
the Sontb. 

Mr. Ward and aevernl other members 
said that Mr. Sbeppard had been mis- 
informed. 

In Gblli, Mr. Sbeppard said, the duty 
on Oalifornia pine bad been raised from 
85 to 06 per cent, as a retaliatory mea- 
sure. Ab Britisb Columbia pine came 
under this class be bad interviewed the 
government and endeavored to liot the 
classiQcatiou changed. As a result of 
his interview the duty on British Col- 
umbia lumber will be even less than be- 
fore in Chili. 

In rettard to the alleged lumber trust 
on the Coast, Mr. Ward said that for a 
year there had been no trust. They had 
merely continued to maintain uniformity 
in pricea. 

Describing the possibilities of building 
up a better lumber trade with Chili, Mr. 
Slieppard said that although there was 
Ota o( timber in tho country, the resi- 
dents did not know how to prepare 
it. They sometimeB cut their lumber 
three-quarters of an inch on one aide 
and one-(|uartor of an inch on the other. 
In Central America lumber waa also in 
demand. California at present supplied 
thia demand, but there was no reason 
why British Columbia with her magni- 
ficent pine should not get a share of the 
trade. 

Turning from the lumber trade, Mr. 

Shoppani next referred to the fisheries 
of this province. He said that if those 
engaged in thia industry hero could de- 
vise some system of drying and com- 
pressing the fish, ■ a splendid market 
would he formed for it in countries like 
Chili and Peru. At present jerked goat 
meat waa used by people going into the 
iutorior, owing to tlio fact that it was 
easily " packed." Dried or compressed 
iiah, ho claimed, would be much better, 
and a venture in sending a consignment 
of such would, he was sure, prove pro- 
fitable, 

Turning to Central America, Mr 
Sbeppard aaid the whole complexion ol 
trade would be altered by the building ol 
several trans-Isthmus railways wbich 
had been projected, and a splendid busi 
ness In articles like rolled oats could be 
built up there. It would, he thought, be 
well for the province to appoint a man 
to go slowly through the South and in- 
vestigate trade conditions. 

.Mr. Sbeppard was aaked a number of 
queations by the memhora of the board 
relating to the proapecta of opening up 
trade in the South, all of which he an 
sweied to tho satisfaction of the council 
Mr, Romero next spoke briefly. He 
said ho expected a shipload of aalt from 
Peru about the latter part of the month 
Thia was brought bore aa an experi 
ment, to see if a trade could not be bnilt 
up with Canada. He intended sending 
back a ahipload of lumber, alao aa an ex 
periment. 

A vote of thanks waa tendered both 
Mr. Sbeppard and Mr. Romero.

BE FOUR THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

The Dominion Coimiiissioner Disciiasefi the 
Development ol Canadian Commerce. 

j\Ir. Sbeppard addressed a apocial 
meeting of tite iioard of Trade yesterday 
afternoon. He spoke of the trade con- 
di.tionB in Mexico, Central America and 
various countries in South America 
which ho had visited, and was attent- 
ively listened to. Mr. Alfonso T, 
Romero, government agent for Pern, 
also addressed tho meeting. 

After describing in detail the trip 
through the countries mentioned, an ac- 
count of which is given in an inter- 
view above, Mr. Sbepftard turned 
his attention directly to the products 
of British Columbia, and the prospect 
there ia of obtaining a better market for 
them in the south. Ho aaid the lumber 
trade of Brazil wa-d very oxtonaivo, and 
it was of such n character that eaatorn 
Canada could not hold it. The pine of 
the KrbI which had been exported to 
Urazil had proved too soft. The white 
pine could not withatand the attacks of 
inaects. Tlie Britiab Columbia pine, on 
the other hand, was just what waa re- 
quired, and with a little well directed 
enterprise and enerty an enormous trade 
might be built up. 

Blr. Sheppard had been told in refer- 
ence to the export lumber trade of Brit- 
ish Oolombia, that a large trust of nil 
the mills on the Coast controlled this
